FRIENDLY SOCIETIES (IRELAND). 



ABSTRACT and Report by the Registrar of Friendly Societies in 
Ireland of the Annual Returns of Friendly Societies within the Provisions 
of 13 & 14 Viet. c. 115, s. 15, 18. 



The returns this year come from thirty-nine Societies, and the following 
Abstract refers to particulars appearing in such returns for the periods covered 
by them respectively. 

The total number of members at the respective dates of the returns was 2,796 
(two Societies, however, omit to state the number of their members) ; of this 
number 2,427 were male, 358 female, 11 honorary (sex not distinguished). The 
greatest number in anyone Society was 428; the least number was 10; the 
average was 71 T j. 

The total number of deaths'* was 43 ; the greatest number of members in any 
one Society was 11. The greatest proportion of deaths to the number of the 
• members in any Society was 2 to 20 in one Society, and 1 to 10 in another. 

The total number of members who had been sick* was 210; the greatest 
number of sick members in any one Society was 1 14. The greatest proportion 
of the sick members to the total of members in any Society was 10 to 27. The 
total period of sicknesses was 890 weeks, three days. The greatest amount of 
sickness in any one Society was 438 weeks, three days. The greatest proportion 
of sickness to the number of members in any Society was 42 weeks to 10 mem- 
bers. The greatest proportion of period of sickness to the sick members in 
any Society was 43 weeks to three sick members ; the least proportions are not 
stated, as some Societies had no sickness. 

The total number of members admitted was 815. The greatest number 
admitted in any one Society was 137. The greatest proportion of the admitted 
to the members at the date of the return in any Society was 56 to 28. The 
total number withdrawn or expelled was 352. The greatest number withdrawn 
or expelled in any one Society was 64. The greatest proportion of the with- 
drawn or expelled to the members in any Society was 28 to 28. 

The total amount of income was 3,245 l. 3 s. 7 d. The greatest amount of 
income in any one Society was 448 l. 1 s. 9 k d. The greatest proportion of 
income to the number of the members in any Society was 266 l. 18 s. 2 d. to 49. 
The least proportion of income to the number of the members in any Society 
was 38 l. 3 s. 11 id. to 159. The average income was 83 L 4 s. 2 i d. 

The total amount of payments on deaths was 122/. 10-s. 6d. The greatest 
amount of payments on deaths in any one Society was 33 l. r l he greatest pro- 
portion of payments on deaths to the number ol the members in any Society 
was 7 /. 12 s. 6 d. to 21. 

The total amount of payments in sickness was 349/. 5 s. 10i/. Use greatest 
amount of payments in sickness in any one Society was 209 /. 16x. 1 d. The 
greatest proportion of the amount of payments in sickness to the number of the 
members in any Society was 15/. 6tf. to 23, and to the number of sick members 
wits 15/. 6 s. to 3. 

The total expenditure was 1 ,484/. 9 s.7 d. The greatest amount of expendi- 
ture in any one Society was 389 /. 7 s. 0 \ d. The greatest proportion of the 
expenditure to the number of the members in any Society was 25/. 3 s. to 12. 
The least proportion of the expenditure to the number of the members in 
any Society was 36 /. 2 s. 4 d. to 224. Four Societies omit to return their ex- 
penditure. 



* Some of the Societies do not make provision for cases of sickness and death. 
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The total capital was 2,5211. 16 1 . Id. The greatest amount of capital in 
any one Society was 427 I. 15 «. 3 Id. The greatest proportion of capital to the 
number of the members in any Society was 251 1. 0 s. 2 d. to 49. One Society 
is returned as not having any capital. 

Of the total capital the sum of 786 1. 12 s. 1 d. was invested in savings banks ; 
the sum of 967 1. 13 s. 1 J if. on loans to members ; the sum of 200 /. on loan 
to a railway company ; the sum of 100 l. to the trustees credit in a general 
bank ; the sum of 158 1. 5 s. 10 l d. in the chests of Societies ; and the sum of 
193 1. 6 s. 8 d. in the hands of treasurers of Societies. 

I beg leave to submit the above as my Abstract and Report pursuant to the 
before-mentioned enactment.
